As  we  are  neither  artist,  anatomist,  or  fre- 
quenter of  Turkish  baths,  but  just  a simple  Miss 
who  wonders  and  wonders,  we  shall  blush  be- 
comingly and  pass  on  without  attempting  a de- 
scription of  scenes  in  which  the  many  charms  of 
the  varied  ladies  are  frequently  displayed. 

Joe  Cook,  Frank  Tinney,  and  Julius  Tannen ! 
Oh,  boy ! Three  best  looseners  that  knock  ’em 
off  the  seats  at  every  show ! If  you  want  to  see 
something  new  in  comedy,  something  rich,  clever, 
artistic,  finished,  see  and  hear  Joe  Cook  read  a 
simple  Mother  Goose  story  and  watch  the  blase 
Broadwayite  rock  with  merriment ; — no  changing 
of  the  story,  no  double  entente,  just  a children’s 
story  plus  Joe  Cook.  Joe  almost  imitates  the 
four  Hawaiians  and  pulls  a lot  of  stunts  from 
his  big  bag  of  tricks.  If  you  know  of  any  stage 
stunt  that  Joe  can’t  perform,  claim  the  reward. 

Frank  Tinney,  of  course,  is  known  to  many  be- 
sides those  who  look  at  the  picture  papers  and  he 
lias  lost  but  little  of  his  humor  since  his  flight  to 
London.  Frank  was  sick  the  night  we  saw  the 
show  and  A1  Herman  pinched  hit  for  him.  A1 
gets  many  a good  laugh  with  his  old  gags  and 
since  the  vaudeville  powers  washed  his  mouth 
with  soap  and  water,  he  has  been  a real  nice, 
clean  little  black-faced  boy. 

Julius  Tannen ! — he  would  make  a sewing 
circle  sound  like  a monalogue,  have  the  last  word 
with  his  wife  or  a traffic  cop,  and  could  put 
words  in  the  dictionary.  He  is  a fast  and  free 
thinker  and  one  needs  a nimble  mind  to  keep  up 
with  his  chatter. 

So  much,  but  not  really  enough  for  the  three 
male  principals  of  the  show,  and  naturally,  a 
word  or  two  must  be  said  about  Dorothy  Knapp,

world”.  There  is  no  question  concerning  many 
things  about  Dorothy;  in  fact,  her  appearance 
leaves  no  need  for  questions,  but  she  is  beautiful 
and  seems  ready  to  prove  it  to  those  from  even 
as  far  west  as  Missouri. 

Twenty-eight  scenes  in  the  first  act  and  nine- 
teen in  the  second ! Who  can  go  into  detail  con- 
cerning a show  with  all  those  numbers?

The  Well  Dressed  Man’s  Toilet  Articles 


Smart  Pajamas 


It  is  difficult  at  times  to  be- 
lieve that  anything  as  practical 
as  a pair  of  pajamas  could  be 
smarter  than  any  other  pair,  but 
it  is  in  such  items  as  pajamas 
and  dressing-gowns  that  a man’s 
individual  ideas  may  be  carried 
out  without  fear  of  criticism, 
since  they  are  worn  only  in  the 
privacy  of  one’s  room  or  apart- 
ment. As  few  changes  in  cut  are 
possible  in  pajamas,  the  more 
radical  changes  in  them  are 
more  or  less  restricted  to  the 
kinds  of  materials  from  which 
they  are  made  and  the  colours 
and  patterns.  There  has  been  a 
growing  tendency  of  late  to 
break  away  from  the  plain  col- 
oured collarless  pajamas,  and 
now  all  the  smart  pajamas  are 
finished  with  collars,  and  while 
most  of  them  are  of  the  coat 
variety,  quite  a few  are  of  the 
slip-on  style.  But  the  plain  col- 
oured, conservative  pattern  has 
given  way  to  the  bright  coloured, 
gaily  patterned  fabric,  and  it  can 
truly  be  said  that  never  before 
have  pajamas  represented  such 
a riot  of  colour.  No  design  is 
too  large  or  flamboyant  or  elab- 
orate for  pajamas,  and  these 
popular  patterns  are  not  confined 
to  the  more  expensive  fabrics, 
but  are  to  be  found  in  moderate- 
ly priced  pajamas  as  -well. 


Although  the  shops  are  filled 
with  fitted  toilet  cases  for  men, 
the  important  thing  to  remember 
when  buying  such  a case  is  that 
no  matter  how  beautiful  the  case 
and  fittings  are,  they  fail  to 
serve  their  purpose  if  the  acces- 
sories are  not  the  best  of  their 
kind.  For  instance,  when  buy- 
ing military  brushes,  many 
people  overlook  the  quality  of 
bristles  in  their  eagerness  to  get 
the  best-looking  backs  possible, 
whether  they  be  made  of  silver, 
tortoise-shell  or  ebony.  Men’s 
accessories  should  be  as  simple 
in  design  as  possible,  for  any- 
thing elaborate  is  not  considered 
in  good  taste.  Although  a com- 
plete toilet  set  of  the  same  de- 
sign is  undoubtedly  very  nice, 
a survey  of  the  average  well 
groomed  man’s  bureau  will  dis- 
close the  fact  that  while  his  hair 


brushes  may  be  of  silver,  his  hat 
brush  will  have  another  sort  of 
back,  and  his  clothes  brush  still 
another.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  good  toilet  accessories  are 
usually  picked  up  at  random 
from  time  to  time  as  they  are 
needed,  and  it  is  not  always  pos- 
sible to  match  them.  A most 
useful  addition  to  a man’s  bureau 
is  a leather  case  in  which  are 
placed  such  accessories  as  mani- 
cure scissors,  shoe  horn,  button 
hook,  and  nail  file,  and  these 
articles  should  always  be  kept  in 
this  case  to  prevent  their  being 
misplaced.  A small  leather  jewel 
box  is  also  a necessity  for  safely 
keeping  cuff  buttons,  studs  and 
pins,  and  another  small  case, 
fitted  with  bottles  for  lotions, 
will  be  found  as  useful  at  home 
as  when  traveling. 


A New  Shirt  for  Spring 


The  shirt  illustrated  above  is 
one  of  several  new  shirts  which 
are  now  being  shown  by  the 
smartest  haberdashers  and  fa- 
voured by  the  steadily  growing 
group  of  well  dressed  men.  It 
is  a shirt  with  a semi-stiff  pleat- 
ed bosom  made  of  a jacquard  pat- 
tern developed  in  colour  on  a 
white  ground.  The  body  and 
sleeves  of  the  shirt  are  made  of 
chambray  in  a colour  matching 
the  jacquard  pattern,  while  the 
cuffs  are  of  the  same  material  as 
the  bosom.  Two  types  of  stiff 
collar  are  furnished  with  this 
shirt,  and  both  are  of  the  low, 
turned-down  variety,  the  differ- 
ence between  them  being  that 
one  has  long  narrow  points, 
while  the  points  of  the  other  are 
more  rounded  and  not  quite  so 
long,  and  while  one  is  made  of 
the  same  material  as  the  bosom, 
the  other  matche.s  the  body  of 
the  shirt.  Inasmuch  as  most  re- 
tail shops  have  arrangements  for 
altering  sleeve  lengths  without 
additional  cost,  there  is  no  ex- 
cuse for  sleeves  that  are  not  of 
the  proper  length,  and  when  buy- 
ing ready-made  shirts,  it  should 
be  seen  that  the  sleeves  are  of 
the  proper  length.  Sleeves  that 
are  too  long  are  very  untidy,  and 
if  sleeve  garters  are  worn  to 
keep  them  up,  the  coat  sleeve  is 
pulled  out  of  shape  and  an  other- 
wise well  groomed  appearance  is 
spoiled.
